day. Mullis said officers had not 
been able to get a statement from 
Standridge on the shooting in the 
downtown district here yesterday. 
He sa:d Standridge told htm his 
wife had been "mistreating me1 
but refused to elaborate. 


Chief of Police Met 
Galligher 


Slid Mrs. Standridge was shot four 
times in the chest as she walked 
toward the bus station. A. fifth bul- 
let hit Mrs. Charles' R. West of 
Pine 'Bluff, 
a bystander, 
and a 


sixth shattered the glass door of t 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co., 
office. 


Galligher said the farmer was 


captured by two witnesses to the 
shooting, Wilton E. Steed Jr., and 
Abe Mahfaus, who 
chased 
him 


around the bus station and cornered 
him in an alley. 


StandricTge was taken to the city 


jail, but later was moved to the 
county jail by Patrolman Johnny 
Eaird and two other officers. Baird 
quoted Standridge as begging him 
to "shoot me." 


"I'm not going to shoot you," 


Baird said he replied. "I'm trying 
to keep somebody else from doing 
it.'

ican Sabre jet pilots today shot 
down two Communist jets 
over 


Northwest Korea, on the ground 
Allied artillery damaged one of six 
Rod tanks making a rare appear- 
ance on the Western Front. 


Thp Fifth Air Force said no Al- 


lied planes vere lost in air com- 
bat last week, a sharp reversal 
from the week before when the 
Red jets held a 5-4 advantage. The 
past week six Russian-made MIG 
15s were downed. 


During 
the 
seven-day 
period 


ended Friday midnight, 
the Air 


Force said, three B-26 
bombers 


failed to return from night attacks 
and one Mosquito control plane was 
shot down by Red guns. 


In addition to the six MIG kills, 


the Air Force claimed' two dam- 
aged and an 
unidentified night 


fighter orobably destroyed. 


Allied fighter-bombers during the 


week reported six locomotives and' 
675 supply vehicles destroyed or 
damaged. 


Supporting troops, 
the 
fighter 


bombers destroyed 430 Red bunk- 
ers blew up two ammunition dumps 
and inflicted 340 casualties, 
the 


Air Force reported. 


Six Communist tanks were re- 


pulsed after they ventured near 
U. N. lines in the vicinity of Pan- 
munjom, site of the truce talks. 
Allied artillery damaged one of the 
vehicles. 


The North Korean communique 


Friday reported the U. S. destroyer 
Richard B. Anderson was sunk by 
Red guns at the east coast port of 
Wonsan. The Navy said the Ander- 


was not in the theater. 


Galligher said the transfer was 


made because the county jail was 
"more secure."
